IRELAND A HERETIC.

Watican Sald te Dislike His Course in
Pelitics,

Rome, Nov. 11.—The statemont cir
wulated in the United States that the
pove has declded 1o remove Archblshop
Iroland from the dlocese of St. Paul s
watrue; but it Is stated by those guall
fied to know, that Archbishop Treland
has lost the greator part of the former
oconsideration In which he was beld at
the Vatlcan, and the course he pursued
In the late election in the United States
has lnoressed this disfavor,

St. Paul, Minn., Nov, 11.-When
Archhishop Ireland’s sttention was
called to day 10 the published rumor
that his recent ullorances were dlsap-
proved at Rome and that he would e
removed from the see of S8 Paul, he
refused to dignily the rumor by making
A statemoent In regard to It

Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 11.—From
eminunt eoclesinstical authorities hav-
Ing sources of efficlal Information, It s
learnod that the attentlon of Rome hns
been called In an indirect manvor W
sormon dellvered by Archbishop Ire-
Iand at Washington on the oceasion of
the consceration of Bishop O'Gorman.

In this sormon the wrehbisbop re.
ferred to the bishops as the main
strongih of the Catholle church, As
the Jesulls and other religlous orders
have no bishops, the expression was
construed to be a reflection on them,

It Is not known that the sermon was
ofticially communicated to Rome, but
It certiinly reached thore,and has been
the subjoet of recent ndverso comment
ln the Clvilta Catoliea, the organ of
Jesults at Rome,

AL the time of Archbishop Ireland's
vislt to Rome on the Farlbault sohool
question, the Jesult Influence was dl-
rected against the views he represented,
From the rceent publiclty at Rome
glven 0 the Ireland sermon, It is the
judgment of those In s position to un-
derstand the facts that this s the basis
for the reports from Rome that Arch-
bishop Irelacd will be summoned there
and removed,

It is belleved that the popes declsion
will be averso to those secking Ire
land's removal. Further then this
there has been nothing from Rome to
Indloste the displeasure of the pope
and others In authority. =)

The archbishop's advooacy of MeKln-
ley's electlon has not figured In the
matter,

Wasbington, D, C,, Nov. 12,—The
publication this morning of a cabled
statement to the effeot that Cardinal
Satolll bhas presented a report to the
pope, In which he savagely criticlses
Archbishop Ireland acd Bishop Keane,
s the subject of some.nteresting ex-
change of views swmong the Catholle
olergy here.

““The trouble with Cardinal Satolll,"
sald one clergyman, “was that he dld
not understand the American mind and
the Amerlean church. There isa groat
differonce between methods here and
Ia Europe. Sawlll eould not under
stand our way of speaking out our
minds. We are not sa great diplomats
a8 they are in Europe, and he did not
appreciate this,

“Arobblshor Treland is all right,
Cardinal Satolll would have no grounds
on whish to call him the ‘apostle of
heresy.! There s nothing heretloal
about him. 1 place no confidence In
the cable message because 1 know there
&are no grounds for {t.

“This message ls, lke others, false
on lts face. T usually disoredit all mes-
sages from Rome coming through the
prese.  The correspondents talk about
matters of which they know nothibg.
Oualy a few weeks ago they gent out the
pews that a certain congregation In
Rome had chosen a pastor, Here In
‘Washington we knew this was not true,
for it was in yacation time, and such &
oholes could not be made.

““The rumor that Cardinal Satolli
has made such a report you can brand
a¢ false. There isnothing in it at all”

Another clergyman, commenting on
the repore, sald:

“It 18 true there are two schools of
thought at the university, but on fund.
amental principles both schools agree.
It is only in detalls that there is a dif-
ference. There Is no heresy about it
“ dl!

"“These schools disagree on the best
plan of presenting the Catholie church
to the age. One believes in wioning
the age by love and charity; the other
belleves In taking the age by the collar
and draggieg It In. That is all. There
is no heresy anywhere.

“Cardinal Satolli may believe in the
latter method. I don't know. Any-
how, It iz well known that he found
fault with Bishop Keane's methods,
and the bishop believes In love and
charity. There may be some other re-
movals before long at the university,
but if so, they will all be slong this
line.”

Ciifford Silton, and hereby requast him
to accept the nomination tendered him
at Sourls on the 20th of Oztober last,
a5 8 candldate for the representation ol
Brandon eloctoral district in the house
of commons at Ottawa.  As the meet
ing was strictly confidentinl nothing
ecould be obtsined In regard to the
terms of settlement, which will bo an
nounced some time next week, after
Hon. Mr. Sifwon ls sworn in as mlolster
The new minister leaves for Ottawa in
the mornlog 1o be sworn Lo, sfter which
he returns again to Brandon,

Nuns as Witnesses,

A case lllusteatiog the subjection of
a religleuse to her eccleslastioal su-
perior ocourred recently in Melbourne.
The lady superioress of the Oakleigh
convent was subponsed to give evi-
dence In the case o! Fearon ve. Fearon,
#ot down for hearing In the county
court, but did not attend. Mr. Kil-
patrick, who appeared for the defend-
ant, stated that this lady wasa ma-
terial witness, and that the subpona
had been duly served upon her. She
stated positively that she would not at-
tend the court without the permission
of Archblshop Carr. If his honor
would express his oplnlon that she
should attend, the archbishop would no
doubt give his permission. Judge
Gaunt sald she ought to attend, and
that she was liable to an action lor cor-
tempt of court for non-attendance. The
onse was then adjourned till Monday.
On the Monday referred to, the lady
attended the court and gave her evi.-
dence, which related to a certaln coc-
veraation which took place in her pres-
ence at the convent betwoen a husband

It Is & matter of Interesting specula-
tion as to what would have happened If
Archblshop Carr had been away from
the colony, or himsell unwilling thit
the lady superior should give the re-
qulred evidence. Are Roman Catho-
llo religieuses taught that before they
may give evidence demsnded of them
by n court of law they must first obtain
permission of some ecclesinstioal func-
tionary? The judge spoke plainly
when he sald that the lady was liable
for an action of contempt for disobey-
ing the subjpoena; and & parson con-
victed of this offence Is usually pun-
fshed with imprisonment. A mandate
of the court has to be obeyed whether
the person concerned be prinecs, priest
or peasant.— Vietoria Stavdard.

Re-
cent statistics show that In the eight
states named out of a total communi-
cant membership which Includes all de-
nominations, Protestant and Roman
Catholie, numbering 1,419,895, the Pro-
testant bodles have a total of 766,219,
and of this number 352,196 are claimed
by the Lutherans. The census.of 15830
proved that more than one-balf of the
Lutheran strength In ministers and
members lies west of Chicago. Accord-
ing to that census the aggregutes for
the entire country were as follows, but,
of course, the figures are now much
larger: Ministers 4,591, organizations
